Tkis is my £>ody given up for you. 

Did you imitate Christ's mercy for all? That is what we will be asked 
when we meet the Lord on judgment day. And this question is the measure 
of our stewardship here and now. A document on stewardship puts it like 
this: 

"Those who enter into Jesus' New Covenant . . . find their minds and hearts 

expanding to embrace all men and women, especially those in need, in a 

communion of mercy and love. The Eucharist is the great sign and agent of this 

expansive communion of charity." 

Christ pours out his love so that we might bring that love to the world. How 
well do you reflect that love? 

For parents, the primary way to be "stewards of Christ's love" is to one 
another and to their children. Yet, they are also called to model stewardship 
by selfless service to the church and community. My mother poured out her 
life at home as she raised 13 children. But she also taught religion every 
Wednesday night, even when there were still eight or more children at 
home. Just as our parents were involved in parish life, they made sure that 
we contributed to the church as servers, lectors, and musicians (guitar, 
organ, voice). 

In a few weeks, you will be invited to make a financial commitment to 
diocesan Annual Appeal. Meanwhile, I invite you to reflect on your 
stewardship at OLBH. Here are some ways that people are being "agents" of 
Christ in our parish. 

• 32 people are catechists or assist with the faith formation programs. 

• 34 serve on the Finance and Pastoral Councils, or Commissions. 

• 13 sacristans, 36 servers, 44 lectors, 45 EM's, 22 greeters, 4 bread 
bakers

"One year ago, for the first time, the federal 
government announced that it would forbid 
Americans to provide or purchase health coverage 
unless it includes female surgical sterilizations, all 
FDA-approved prescription drugs and devices for 
preventing pregnancy - including drugs and devices 
which can destroy a human life at its earliest stages - 
and "counseling and education" to promote these to 
all women and girls of childbearing age.
